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The proposed amendment filed on June 18, 2007 after a final 
rejection will not be entered because the amendment raises new 
issues that would require further consideration and search. 

Specifically the amendment to claim 1 has incorporated the 
new terminology that the topography features of a drawing device 
for attenuating a plurality of filaments received from a spin 
pack of a melt-spinning apparatus comprises ''each of said first 
plurality of guides has first and second side edges, a first 
surface extending between the first and second side edges 
parallel with the cross machine direction, and second and third 
surfaces extending from the first and second side edges 
perpendicular to the cross machine direction" ; and also ''each 
of said second plurality of guides has third and fourth side 
edges and a fourth surface extending between the third and 
fourth side edges parallel with the 'cross machine direction, and 
the second and third surfaces of each of said first plurality of 
guides extend to the third and fourth edges of each of said 
second plurality of guides" as cited in claim 1. 

Specifically the amendment to claim 12 has incorporated the 
new terminology that the topography features of a spunbonding 
apparatus for depositing filaments on a collector to form a 
nonwoven web comprises "each of said first plurality of guides 
has first and second side edges, a first surface extending 
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between the first and second side edges parallel with the cross 
machine direction, and second and third surfaces extending from 
the first and second side edges perpendicular to the cross 
machine direction" ; and also ''each of said second plurality of 
guides has third and fourth side edges and a fourth surface 
extending between the third and fourth side edges parallel with 
the cross machine direction, and the second and third surfaces 
of each of said first plurality of guides extend to the third 
and fourth edges of each of said second plurality of guides" as 
cited in claim 12. 

The features of the apparatus have not previously been 
defined as comprising such features, which is described above. 

Therefore, reconsideration of the art of record, as well as 
possible consideration of other art would necessary to determine 
if the new claim language was not taught or suggested by the 
prior art. 

Applicant's arguments filed with the amendment have been 
considered, but not found persuasive. The arguments relating to 
the features of the apparatus according to the proposed 
amendment are moot, as the amendment will not be entered.
